The course was clear of all obstruc- 


tions and there were no tides of any 
consequence. 


The only possible disadvantage to 


the challenger was the fact that she 
used the old mainsail, 
which sits 


worse since the salt water bath of 
Thursday. 


There was no discoverable Holding 


back of the challenger. 


No doubt the results of today's "ace 


are distinctly disappointing to those 
who pinned their faith to the new 
boat. 


Weymouth Eng., The two

rocks started out this nocxnl the wind 
hard and a fresh big sea, rw another 
trial. 


The yachts started from tha line out- 


side ol Portland- breakwater. 


A triangular course was set thence 


to the Shambles light ship, to White 
Nose point and home, about 20 miles. 
Shamrock I led out to a good start a 
length ahead . 


Captain Sycamore hauled in

sheets and tried to reach through to

For over half of the windward tun! 


he waa able to do this. 


The breeze held fairly well. 
Every sail on the old boat was 


drawing finely and she went through 
the water as fast as the challenger. 


Captain Sycamore threw the latter 


about once or twice apparently with 
the idea of getting clear, but Captain 
Wringe stayed with him, tack for taok 
and jhdW hds advantage when ^he 
boats wore round the Erinl, which went 
ahead and took up the pos?tion' cur 
weather mark. 


As the yachts squared away for tha 


run home Shamrock I lead by about a 
minute.

Charles B..-Eastman stood up in the 
court room Saturday night, and hoard 
the verdict of the jury, "Not guilty.' 
which wiped away the etigma of the in- 
djctmeut of haviojg murdered his broth- 
e».in-law, Richard H. Grogan, Jr., ii 
seemed as if the walls of the court room 
would give way before the rounds ol 
cheers that greeted that decision. 


The jury, a,fter listening patienWy foi 


nearly three weeks to a tremendous 
mass of testimony, followed by two days 
of argument, debated for five hours and 
a half before reaching a verdict. The 
12 men filed out of the conn room at 4 
o'clock ia the afternoon, and returned 
at 0:30 at Bight, and, when the fore 
man, looking straight at Eastman, said 
in a clear vo^ce, "Not guilty" there was 
ft demonstration suuong the 150 specta- 
tors which the court officers were en- 
tirely unable to suppress for some 
minutes. 


Gone was the ordinary decorum ot

Men stood up and waved 


their hats; women danced up and down 
and waved their handkerchiefs, and all 
cheered. Let the sheriff pound for or- 
der!. That spontaneous feeling which 
thrills every huiaan breast in behalf ol 
the "under dog" was boujid to assert 
ftself, and assert-Jteelf it did, regardless 
of all the paraphernalia of ofiicial au- 
thority.

Throughout the court room there was 


laughter aud tears, and, paradoxical as 
it may seein, they were both occasioned 
bythe l^fcteria of extreme happiness. 
Even the jurors were moved to tears. 


The young man's father, who has 


epared no expense in lawyers and ex- 
ports to clear his son of the terrible 
charge, was the first to press his hand 
and to affectionately greet him as ha 
stepped from the cage a free man.

was birds, and manly questions wcra 
askad by them. 


Miss Radio spoke of the richness, 


variety and beauty 
of 
our 
native 


flora, and of the ease with which 
many varieties might be studied. Most 
of the varieties mentioned could be 
found within a 15 minutes walk of 
the library building. 
Many flowers 


were then referred to and briefly de- 
scribed, there beingr three 
divisions 


made, including those which grow em 
higher ground and often on the edge 
of open WoodSi and those which are 
found on the rich, wooded hillside® or 
in rich pasture lands. 


In closing the value of the knbwl- 


edge of flowers was spokan of, with 
some directions as to how to study 
them. 
The children were cautioned 


not to uproot them so as to extermin- 
ate them, and to notice at the same 
time the insects which hovered about 
them and which help to spread the 
pollen.

SKIPPED THE COOP 


Two "Plain Drunks" Carve 


Their Way Out of Po- 


iice Station 


DUG THROUGH WALL AT NIGHT 


Four Others Had Chance to Accompany 


Them, But Didn't Think it Worth 


While. 
Lock-up Walls 


Were Easy 


Two men dropped quietly and easily 


out of sight through the 18 inch brick 
walls oj th'i police station at an early 
hour this morning., having tunnelled 
the wall and run the risk incident to n 
jail delivery rather than face charges 
of drunkenness in court this morning. 
They left tehind them four prisoners 
who didn't think it worth while V> 
follow them, although all 
had 
the 


chance. 


The two men were Albert Armstrong 


SS years old, and Napoleon Cumm, Si 
years old. Both are old timers, both 
having seen the interior of Pittsfield 
jail and Armstrong having 
been 
re- 


leased on probation some months ago 
from Bridgcwater.. Cumm was arrest- 
ed before 9 o'clock Saturday morning 
being too much under the influence of 
liquor for crraignment, was held over 
till Monday. Armstrong was arrested 
Saturday eveninjr. 


The escape was a simple one in real- 


ity. Tbe cells in the police station are 
not models of luxurious comforts to say 
the least, and it is the custom of the 
officers to allow prisoners charged with 
so minor an offense as drunkenness to 
have thq use of the corridor in the cell 
room after they are sobered ur>. Ex- 
cept for tMs liberty, \*e lot of those 
arrested Saturday night and forced to 
stay till Monday morning would 
be 


quite like torture. 


The corridor runs around the 
co" 


room betwpfn the cells and outer walls. 
On either fide of the building or at the 
rear the pi isoners are completely out 
of sight o* cfficers looking; 
in at 
the 


door. When prisoners charged with any 
thing serir.us are held at the police 
station they are kept in their cells and 
frequently inspected. But men charged 
with drunkenness are not watched so 
closely. Thte gave the two men their 
opportunity. 


From ons of the cells they tore tha 


leg from the iron bedstead, aSid with 
this they succeeded in Drying- out the 
bricks from Tinder one of the windows 
ou the south side of the lockup. This 
hole was eight inches by 18 in size but 
both men are small and were able +o 
squeeze thorn selves through it. 


The walls of the building are laid 


with mortal Instead af cement, and un 
der the windows, according to the-ma- 
son who repaired the damage 
today, 


the wall !s not laid as solidly as it is 
elsewhere on account of the danger o£ 
breaking thR stone sills. 
This appar- 


ently made it not a difficult job to 
cut through even with a bed leg for a 
tool. 


The other prisoners in the lockup 


claimed thi'j morning at 6 o'clock when 
the loss of the two men was discovered 
that they did not know when the two 
left, although they soon found it but. 
The time oi the disappearance of the 
two men !s supopsed 
to have 
been 


about 2 o'clui;. 
Neither of the two had 


been captused this afternoon.

Wages at Both Arnold 


and WihdsorWorko 


PRINTING MACHINES STOPPED 


Companies Claim to Have Some of 


Them Running. Will fry to Fill 


Strikers' Places. Men Wanted 


a 10 Per Cent Increase 


The backtondere of both the Arnold 


and Windsor print works went out on 
strike this morning, as the result of the 
refusal of the companies to grant a 10 
per cent increase of Wages

At the Windsor 
works the Mat rate of $8.50 was raid 
without rogard to the siae of the ma- 
chines.*!.

The upper piston referred 
to fits absolutely airtight In the vacuum 
cylinder and is geared to the shaft -in 
the usual crank manner. As the steam 
piston is forced up it forces the upper 
piston up, leaving a vacuum whicii 
draws it back again, tiius giving, in ad- 
dition to tlie steam power of from 43 
to CO pounds pressure, the additional 
15 pounds pressure of the atmosphere 
to the vacuum. 


"One of the greatest advantages I

off sugar and tobacco. 
This would 


mean an immense increase in the 
wealth of the island, a great benefit to 
the people of the United States at large, 
but of course a few sugar planters in 
the south and a little band of tobacco 
farmers in the north must be ''protect- 
ed.!' Tlie whole question will present 
itself in another light if the supreme 
court decides that the constitution does 
follow tbe flag. Cuba may then see 
the advantages of annexation to a 
country whose constitution prevents 
the "protection" of a few to the bank- 
ruptcy of any new country that elects 
to east its lot under the flag. 


The gentry of Cuba today are singu- 


larly like the gentry of Ireland—they 
have abandoned the country to the 
peasantry. 
At present they are be- 


tween two problems. 
They cannot 


side with tbe irreconcilable radicals, 
yet why should they take up an agita- 
tion in behalf of tbe United States? 
Their land products are taxed severe- 
ly, and they are to ail intents and pur- 
poses foreigners. 
Give them the in- 


centive and they will make a sweep- 
ing change in sentiment In the island. 
I heard a distinguished Cuban sugar 
planter inveigb for an hour on the 
lofty ideas that inspired his country- 
men to resist American oppression. As

American occupation.

ago the editor of La Luclia. printed a

ed on tbe streets about noon, nnd with- 
in an hour there way great consterna- 
tion all over the city.

^TROUBLE IN GERMANY. 


Tie BtlalitCBtal CilaU and What It 


IBean*. 


The closing of the Prussian filet the 


other night and the retirement of three 
members of the ministry mark a seri- 
ous crisis for the kingdom and possibly 
for the whole German empire, for a re- 
feent special cable dispatch from Berlin 
to the New York Herald refers to the 
kaiser's action as a declaration of war 
upon the agrarian party. 


It Is suggestive that a rousing chetr 


on the boexse greeted tbe news of the 
downfall ot Dr. Ton Miquel, the Prus- 
sian minister of finance, and the poi- 
soned Parthian arrow shot at the impe- 
rial chancellor, Count voc Bulow, will 
doubtless fall ehort of its mark. The 
situation perhaps marks the final lining 
up of forces for the battle between the 
old land holding classes and tbe new 
Industrial and commercial forces In 
Germany. 


Germany has developed almost at a 


bound from an agricultural into an in- 
dustrial and exporting nation. 
The 


suddenness with which the economic 
change has occurred makes the clash, 
more fierce, and it is Intensified by the 
even greater political change, stimulat- 
ed by the kaiser's restless ambition for 
a big nary for colonizing schemes and 
foe forcing an erstwhile quiescent and 
In a political sense Isolated people into 
the vortex of world politics. 


The kaiser's absurdly autocratic do- 


mestic policy no less than his schemes 
of foreign expansion made it inevitable 
that he would at last come to open hos- 
tility with the agrarians. His posing 
as a medieeval despot in a modern con- 
stitutional state and his leze majesty 
imprisonments for offenses similar to 
those at which his ancestor, Frederick 
the Great, used to merely laugh have 
excited the resentment of a vast num- 
ber of the intelligent German people, 
and the manner in which the reichstag 
last summer held up his naval pro- 
gramme was a galling demonstration 
that his "thus I will, thus I command" 
assumption was not accepted. 
The 


very play of one party against another 
and the final winning over the Center 
were a demonstration of the growing 
authority of the people's representa- 
tives. 
An alliance of the Centrists 


with the conservatives in the Prussian 
diet has now blocked his majesty's ca- 
nal programme and shown thatr in his 
own kingdom no more than in the em- 
pire is his will accepted as law. 


Recent stirring events impart a spe- 


cial interest to the important special 
cable dispatch from Berlin to the 
above mentioned paper, an interview 
with one of tbe highest statesmen in 
the empire, whose identity was but 
thinly veiled, although the use of his 
name was necessarily withheld in view 
of the frankness with which, through 
an American journal, he discussed the 
views and intentions of his govern- 
ment. His excellency disavowed any 
ambition of obtaining a port in the 
Philippines, 
asserted tbe sincerest 


friendship for the United States and 
attributed the trouble over the admis- 
sion of our meats solely to the agra- 
rians. The underlying cause of the 
struggle in which the kaiser is now 
engaged is the belief of this party 
that the canals he desires -would fa- 
cilitate tbe importation and distribu- 
tion of foreign foodstuffs in competi- 
tion with those produced on their own 
lands. But the men of the forge and 
the loom, who are back of Germany's 
commercial expansion, 
must 
have 


cheap food, and the growing power of 
the capitalists, trading and manufac- 
turing classes Insures their ultimate 
victory,

Congregational Church Allies Itself With 


the Forward Movement 


Dr. John Eascorn of 'Williams col- 


lego delivered the third in the 
series 


of ethical lectures at tht> Universalist 
church, yesterday afternoon, his sub- 
ject being: "Ethical 
evolution." 
This 


subject was to have Uiw'oduced the en- 
tire series, 'out Dr. Ba^com being un- 


j able to be r.resent on the date set, it 
' was postponed and others given be- 


fore it. Th-jre was u. good sized audi- 
ence yesterday, the service at 5 taking 
the place of the usuai evening: service, 
and Rev. Ahce K. Wrijrht conducted 
the service. 


The notion of evolution, he said, Is 


not as new as we sometimes think it, 
but it is n,c:re generally applied now 
tha'ii it has been until \\ithin the last 
century. The chief idea in evolution 
is that of close depndence of 
events 


on eact ether, and is closely allied to 
growth. It is best considered in three 
directions, physical, vital and spiritual. 


As far as physical events are con- 


cerned!, it ie generally accepted that 
they follow each other and are depen- 
dent on « eh other, that the result 
is always equal to the cause, and that 
nature pays out just as much as she 
will claim attain, or the three 
prin- 


ciples of c'ependence, equivalence and 
conservation. 


The case is different in comiug: to the 


vital world. Where life is concerned 
these principles cannot be applied too 
closely. The- dependence is recognized, 
since all life is seen to come from life. 
But it is not true that th-» forces -which 
concern life are always equivalent nor 
that they! are conserved. The 
vital 


principle is inexhaustible, as from one 
acre of seed may come a million acres 
in time 


In the spiritual 
world, 
or 
the 


evolution of thought and action among 
men, 
whil^ 'there is dependence, it is 


more variable. The 
principles 
of 


equivalence and conservation are iess 
clearly seen. Here minds come for- 
ward as irdividual agents, to receive 
and to modify and to pass on. 
Spirit- 


ual evolution deals with powers which 
are not of definite quality and char- 
acter. 


When w.e come to unite these three 


forms we find in them a close relation. 
Physical events prepare the way for 
life, and stj—itual development is de- 
pendent on froth the vital amd nhysical 
worlds. The whole development of the 
world of physical and 
vital 
things 


pushes forward toward spiritual devel- 
opment, which in turn masters 
the 


physical and vital. 


The very essence of this relation is 


found in ethics. Ethics expresses the 
law of conduct as discerned by men. 
It is as obvious as any fact that we 
can discern what we consider right 
and wron? in conduct, both for our- 
selves and ior others. That is an eth- 
Seal 
judgment. It is an 
individual 


position which each haa 
a right 
to 


maintain. The laws of the state be- 
come authoritative by -virtue of our 
judgment of them. Every wise com- 
mand in this world is a command that 
commends iise'f tl the ethical judg- 
ment of tluse commanded, and "When 
accepted, it becomes an ethical 
law. 


There is m more divine exercise 
o£ 


power than to see things in the sprit- 
ual world as they are. 


This understanding involves 
both 


intelligence on our part and 
fit 
re- 


lations of rr.CTi to each other and 
to 


God. 
The relation of this ethical law j 


to happiness has given i'se to 
much 


question. Some have sa'd every action 
was determined by the 
desire 
for 


happiness, but it might perhaps 
be 


better stateJ that ethical 
law Jjeins 


obeyed will in a long period give rise 
to the true happiness. Cut we are not 
able to so distinguish as to be able to 
make this search for happiness 
the 


rule of our lives 


This beirg the substance of 
ethics, 


our questio i is as to how the ethical 
idea is to re brought foiward in con- 
nection with evolution. They are very 
plainly dependent. 
The problems of 


ife are constantly changing. 
John D. Rockefeller is quoted as say- 


ng that the man who gives emoloy- 
ment to another is ivnportant as 
a 


giver. This is true, but it is also true 
that this f-tatement is just as 
true 


when rcverred. The man who does an 
honest dav'r work for a'/'other man is 


giver as well. If the 20,000 or 
so 


men employc-u by Mr Rrrkefpllpr \vert> 
not in exis'-.once where would 
be 
his 


wea'-th? 


This relation puts on us a new set of 


obligations. lS.ockefellcr should remem- 
ber -uhn.t J"3 ov.-es to his employes as 
well as thoy should rerr.ember 
what 


they owe to him 


If \\e ZTO v in the world 
we

row ethically, with always new ques- 


tions arisi"? to be decided.

Yesterday was an interesting day 


for the Congregational church. L. D. 
Wishard, repieserJtmg 
the 
forward 


movement of the American board, bo- 
ing present to explain the movement 
and advance its interests. The move- 
ment is conlineu to the Congregational 
denomination anU was inaugurated by 
the leading business men. The idea is 
to have each church that is able to do 
so support a separate missi'onary in- 
s'tead of simply contributing to the 
general missionary fund, as this will 
brh.1? the church into more direct con- 
nection! with its work in the foreign 
field, and naturally 
increase the in- 


terest. 


Mr. Wishard said that after 90 years 


of missionary work we are able to tell 
the number of heathen that should b 
lookec? after by the 
Congregational 


churches of the United States, and this 
is 50 m'ilions. The number of mission- 
aries i-equired to take the gospel to 
these people is 1200, each supported by 
from 10 to 20 native assistants. There 
wUl be no trouble in getting the men, 
as there are over 5,000 students in the 
Christian colleges of the world who 
have volunteered their services for the 
mission field under the influence of the 
students" volunteer movement, which 
was founded by 
Mr; Wishard some 


years ago, and in the pros-ecution of 
which he traveled around the world. 


Mr. Wishard said he knew where the 


mor.by was to support this movement. 
It is in the pockets of the members of 
the Congregational denomination. He 
knew of 5,000 Congregational churches 
in this country 
whose 
average ex- 


penses are over $7,000 each per year, 
and if each would give $1-000 a year to 
the forward movement it would mean 
an income of $500,000, while much iri 
addition will be realized from smaller 
churches that are not able to give so 
much. 


The church in this city is the Slst 


before which Mr. Wishard has laid 
this- pi -Ti, 
which 
has been received 


with enthusiasm. Each church agreed 
to support at least one missionary pas 
tor, and some agreed to support six or 
seven. 
It -uas decided to see 
what 


this church would do, and cards were 
distributed through the congregation 
for pledges- to support the work. 
At 


the morning service 
over 
$400 
was 


pledged, an/Jf this was raised to J500 in 
the evening, and s(o it was settled that 
this church will support a missionary 
pastor. The cost will be $600 a year, 
and it is felt that there will be no trou 
ble in raising the other 3100. The mis- 
sionary pastor of this church will be 
William I, .Thompson, M. D., an old 
college friend of Rev. Mr. Tenney.who 
is now among the Zulus in Gazalai/1, 
Africa. 
He will write to this church 


from time to time, keeping it informed 
as to the progress of the work there, 
and it is thought the interest of the 
church in mission work, especially so 
far as the men of the church are con- 
cerned, will be much increased. The 
Work of the woman's missionary so- 
cK-ty will go forward the same a£ be- 
before, this forward movement being 
more particularly 
the 
work of the 


meri 


At a conference in the afternoon, 


Mr. Wishard talked of the work and 
of a conference to be held at Silver 
Bay, Lake George, early in July.which 
will last nine days. 
Congregational 


churches in all parts of the country 
will be represented, and it is expected 
a number of delegates will go from 
the church in this city. 


In the evening Mr. Wishard talked 


about meeting college students in Ja- 
parJ when he was 011 his tour around 
the world. He found them very bright 
and inquiring, and willing to receive 
light on the subject Of Chris-liariity, 
which some of them embraced beforo 
he left them. 


Mr. Wishard was an intimate friend 


of the late Dr. John P. Coyle at Prince 
ton university, in the neighborhood of 
which both 
did
